Call it a buyers’ strike or whatever you 
wish, but it really is another application of 
the age old law’ of supply and demand. The 
supply was there all right but the demand 
did not exist at the asking prices. 


No government has ever found a truly

and demand. Price controls and rationing 
orders are designed to accomplish it but 
they never really succeed.

strength of the Am erican capitalistic sys­ 
tem. It is the basis for the competitive sys­ 
tem which urges production, efficiency and 
mass markets.

Foreign Aid Does 
Not Buy Friendship 


t N the debate on the $3,47u,000,000 foreign 


aid bill, Rep. Clarence Brow n of 
Ohio 
made an argument that bears a 
careful, 
critical look. 


Noting that the United States has poured 
out more than $141 billion in aid since 1940 
(and here he obviously is including Lend- 
Lease in W orld W ar II) , Brow n said we 
“ now have more enemies and less friends 
than when we started." 


Im plicit in this statement is the notion 
that we have sought to "buy friendship" 
abroad w ith Am erican dollars, 
and 
have 
failed. A good many lawm akers in recent 
years have been making sim ilar comment, 
often quite outspokenly and in the man­ 
ner of one 'making a great revelation. 


Actually, no sensible legislator or diplo­ 
mat ever imagines that money 
purchases 
the affection of foreign peoples. A id can 
help to cement existing friendships, 
or 
help to develop them. But m any other im ­ 
portant factors must also be present. 
W e have not given assistance to many 
nations, in w’ar and peace, in the hope of 
thereby winning their unwavering loyal­ 
ty to all Am erica's views. 


W e have given it because we want these 
countries to remain free for 
them 
own 
sake, and because they must stay free if 
they are to be a part of our own defensive 


past the copy editor. 


So ifs not surprising that every 
news­ 
paper w riter— myself included— sometimes 
falls back on tired cliches as a substitute 
for thinking up a fresh approach to copy. 
‘‘Sweeping investigation," 
"Lashes 
out.'' 
"ill-gotten gains,” "bared” (for 
“ reveai- 
.ed"), "blunt instrum ent"— you have seen 
all of these again and again, and dozens 
more. But if may interest you 
to 
know 
that a good many papers take every pos­ 
sible precaution to spare you from these 
unim aginative phrases. 


M an y of the nation's leading newspapers, 
for example, have “ style books" for the 
guidance of i-eporters and rewrite men. It 
was one of these guides— the style book of 
the Kansas C ity Star, to be precise— which 
Ernest Hem ingway credits as a strong in ­ 
fluence in molding his prose style, as we 
noted here recently. 


Now the city editor of another 
major 
city paper, J. H. Richardson of the 
Los 
Angeles Exam iner, has prepared a list of 
"85 Forbidden W ords" which are not to 
be used in stories for his paper. If he has 
his w ay— and city editors usually do— his 
readers w ill never again see stories about 
posses "scouring” or "com bing," the coun­ 
tryside (they’ll be "searching” ). No more 
w ill thieves be "apprehended" (they w ill 
be arrested), nor w ill "civic leaders" who 
"m ince no wrords" when an investigation is 
"launched" be expected to "appear in per­ 
son’’ or take their stand “ in the spotlight.’ 
Adm ittedly, M r. Richardson is fighting 
w hat— to borrow a now' 
current 
cliche 
from the m ilitary commentators— is only 
a "lim ited offensive" against 
the 
over­ 
worked cliche-ridden vocabulary of many 
— but far from 
all— newspaper 
writers. 
B u 4 if lists similar to 
his 
85 
forbidden 
words could be posted in the city rooms 
of all our newspapers, the reading public 
would have good reason to be grateful. For 
then we could hope that editors and 
re­ 
porters alike would heed his plea to "give 
these poor, tired, worn-out, misused and 
abused words some long deserved rest." 


In some instances, we have quite under­ 
stood that the recipients of aid might not 
only disagree with us on many things, but 
actively dislike us. But that has not kept 
us from extending the aid, and it should 
not. 
Thus the point about w’hat friendships 
we have or have not won with our dollars 
is largely irrelevant. The real question is: 
‘•Are the peoples we have helped still free, 
and in a position to aid the cause of free­ 
dom in the world (including A m e ric a )?” 
The answer must be a resounding "yes” , 
with the single possible exception of In- 
do-China. now tottering on the brink. But 
lndo-China has been embroiled in a war 
most of the time since aid programs have 
been operating. 
Is there any doubt what would 
have 
been the fate of France and Italy, and per­ 
haps others, if we had not granted 
sub­ 
stantial assistance in the dark days after 
W orld W ar II?
